Trade.—The oversea imports during January were valued at £1,905,253, 
which shows an increase of £310, 864, or over 19 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. There were increases in 
a number of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, fish, 
kerosene, and metal manufactures. 

The oversea exports for January amounted to £1,820,848, being a 
decrease of £631,785, or nearly 26 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for January show that the net re- 
venue for the month was £990,989, or £76,008 less than in January 
of lastyear. During the seven months ended 31st January the revenue 
was £8,648,898, being £741,311, or over 9 per cent., more than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year,

£100,301, as compared with January of last year. During the seven 
months the expenditure was £8,005,731, being £489,976, or over 6 
per cent., more than in 1909-10.

On the 3lst January, 1911, the Consolidated Revenue Accoumt 
was in credit to the amount of £1,581,659. 


Railways.—The Report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st December 
shows most satisfactory results, Compared with the corresponding 
quarter of last year the earnings show a record increase of £160,490, 
and the expenditure an increase of £125,091, due largely to increased 
cost of repairs, and renewals of rolling-stock. Relatively, the earnings 
decreased by 64d. and the expenditure by 21d. per train mile. 


Banks of Issue,—The averages for the December quarter, 1910, reveal a 
remarkable expansion in business during the year under all the principal 
heads. Advances show an increase of £1,652,701 for the quarter, and 
of £2,368,952 for the year, while current accounts and deposits bearing 
interest both show substantial increases compared with the figures of the 
previous quarter and year. The total deposits have never been so high, 
and have increased during the last five years by £14,822,470, or nearly 
40 per cent. Another prominent feature has been the increase during 
the year of £3,006,534 in reserves of coin and bullion ; the proportion of 
cash, bullion, and notes to total liabilities now stands at over 25 per 
cent. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during January was 16,516 oz. crude, 
equal to 13,397 oz. fine, valued at £56,906, and showed a decrease of 
4,922 oz. fine, and £20,906 in value, compared with January of last 
year. 


Prices.—The general index number for January was lower than in December, 
1910, but higher than for January in the same year. The index number 
for pastoral produce was 1,219, and for metals 1,154, and for all articles 
1,196. The principal articles to show a decrease in price during the 
month were butter, frozen beef and mutton, and scoured wool, while the 
price of tallow and hides increased. Among the minerals, tin, maintaining 
the upward tendency of last year, showed a further substantial advance. 


Land Selections.—During January 128 new settlers applied for 122,822 
acres ; and 122,159 acres, representing 140 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. 


Meteorology.—During the month of January the entire State was favoured 
with bountiful and persistent rains, the month being classed as one of the 
wettest on record. With the exception of a few stations in the Western 
Division and on the South-western Slopes and Western Plains, the total 
points registered at each centre were above the average, the excess in 
parts of the Coastal District ranging from 13 to 18 inches. 

The total recorded at Sydney (15:26 inches) is the largest fall 
experienced in January during the past fifty-three years, and has only 
been exceeded on thirteen occasions in-any other month. 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs, 1910.—The population of the 
Metropolitan area on the Ist January, 1911, was estimated at 631,600. 
This number includes the population of Ku-ring-gai Shire, which is 
essentially part of the Metropolis, and which it has been decided to 
include therein from the beginning of this year. 

There were 6,931 Marriages registered during the year, corresponding 
to a rate of 11:30 per 1,000 of population, which is the highest 
experienced since 1886, and is 14 per cent. above the average of the 
the previous five years. 

The Births registered numbered 16,204, equal to 26-41 per 1,000 ot 
population ; of the total, 8449 were males and 7,755 females. The 
rate is 3 per cent. above the average of the preceding five years, and is 
the highest since 1896. 

The total Deaths numbered 6,365, namely, 3,411 males and 2,954 
females, equal to a rate of 10°37 per 1,000 of population, which is 
slightly above that for 1909, but is 2 per cent. below the average for 
the previous five years.
